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SUMMARY OF METEOROLOGICAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA, 1952. 


The year 1952 was a wet one, particularly over the Bass Strait Islands and in Eastern Tas- 
mania, where the rainfall between 1st April and 30th November exceeded the annual average, and 
was the greatest on record at many places for this period. For example Currie, Naracoopa, and 
St. Helens experienced the wettest year on record; Lake Leake the wettest year since 1916; 
Gould’s Country the wettest year since 1929; and Hobart’s total of 2697 points between ist 
April and 30th November has only once been exceeded in a period of 112 years. 


Rainfall in January was very variable, ranging from very heavy in the North-West and 
West to very light in the central East Coast. February was dry and cold with mean tempera- 
tures for the month 2°F to 4°F below average. March was the driest since 1948 for most 
districts. April and May were very wet generally, giving the subsoil a good soaking and ending 
all water shortages. June was the wettest June on record in the Bass Strait Islands and west of 
a line joining Stanley-Great Lake-Hobart. Over the Derwent River catchment and as far 
west as Lake Margaret, June rainfall was the greatest for any calendar month in the previous 
63 years. The heavy rain in April, May, June brought to an end the 39 months dry spell over 
the Central Plateau. 


July was a month of approximately average rainfall, and was followed by a comparatively dry 
but cold August, an advantage to most primary producers. October was a wet month, especially 
in the East giving rise to waterlogged soil in many parts. November was likewise wet, particu- 
larly in the North and East, but the year closed with a dry December when most of the North and 
East of the State received less than half the December average rainfall. 


Severe flooding occurred in all eastern rivers in the middle of May, and was widespread in 
June, being especially severe in the Huon and Derwent Valleys where it was aggravated by melt- 
ing snow. Periods of flooding continued in many northern and eastern rivers until the end 
of October. The flooding and water logged ground delayed sowing of normal fodder crops and 
seasonal agricultural work until much later than usual, but was the cause of a prolific growth 
of pastures, especially on higher well drained ground.

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1. MANUFACTURING STATISTICS 


(i) SCOPE OF THE STATISTICS. 


Scope.—The statistics are compiled annually and show— 


Number and size of factories: Number of persons employed, in various categories: Salaries and wages 
paid: Book value of land, buildings, plant and machinery (not capital invested): cost of material, containers, — 
power, fuel and light (including water and lubricating oil) used in factories: Cost of repairs and replacements: © 
to factory buildings and plant: Value of output: Value of production: Quantities and values of fuel used: Quan- 
tities and values of principal materials used and articles of output: Value of additions and replacements to, 
and depreciation allowed on, land, buildings, plant and machinery: Rated horse-power of engines ordinarily 
in use and those in reserve or idle. 


Definition of “ Factory”.—For the purposes of the accompanying statistics a “factory” is taken to be 
an industrial establishment in which four or more hands are employed or in which power other than hand is 
used, 


(ii) PERIOD COVERED. 


The period covered by the statistics in this Bulletin, is, in the main, the twelve months ended 30th June. 
In cases where some other accounting period is used it is permissible for factories to complete the census schedule 
for that accounting period. These cases, however, are comparatively few and their inclusion in no way impairs 
the comparability of the statistics in the year under review or from year to year. 


(iii) DEFINITIONS OF TERMS USED. 


Average Number of Persons Employed.— All persons employed in the manufacturing activities of a factory 
are counted as factory employees. The figures relating to employment, therefore, exclude all those engaged in 
selling and distribution, such as salesmen, travellers, collectors, carters engaged solely on outward delivery of 
manufactured goods, and retailing storemen. The figures do include, however, proprietors who work in their own 
businesses, as well as “ out-workers ”. 


The average number of persons employed, as outlined’ above, means in general the average number over 
the whole year and not the average over the period worked, i.e., where factories work less than a full year, 
the average number is expressed as the equivalent of employment for the whole year. The classification of 
factories according to number of hands (Table No. 5) is, however, made in accordance with the numbers employed 
during the period worked. In all other tables relating to employment, and in the computation of average salaries 
and wages paid, output per employee, &c., the average number throughout the year is used. 


Cost of Materials Used.—This item includes the cost, in the usual sense, of the materials used, treated, 
operated on, or worked up in producing the articles included in output. In general, it does not include the value of 
customers’ articles or materials repaired, assembled, or treated by the factory. 


Other Costs of Manufacture.—Includes the cost of power, fuel, light, water and lubricating oils used, costs 
of repairs and replacements to factory plant and buildings, and cost of containers and wrappers, but excludes 
depreciation allowance and other unrecorded overhead charges. 


Value of Output—The amounts given under this heading represent the wholesale selling value at the factory 
of goods made or processed during the year, including by-products. In addition, it includes the value of other work 
done, such as repair work, assembling and making up for customers. 


Value of Production—The value of production of any industry was defined by the Conference of Statisticians, 
1925, as “the value of consumable commodities produced during the year, deducting, so far as possible, the value 
of goods consumed in process of production ”. 


In accordance with this definition it was agreed that, in the valuation of factory production, deduction should 
be made from the value of the output of the cost of raw material, containers, power, fuel, light, lubricants, water, 
tools replaced, repairs to plant, and for depreciation. All these except depreciation are included in the two items 
“Cost of materials used” and “ Other costs of manufacture” as defined above. On account of the difficulty experi- 
enced in securing accurate figures for depreciation, it was subsequently agreed that the particulars obtained should 
be published, but that no deduction should be made on this account for the present. The value of production as given 
in the following tables is obtained, therefore, by deducting “Cost of materials used” and “Other costs of manu- 
facture”, as defined above, from the “Value of output’. This method of valuing factory production has been adopted 
by the Statistical offices throughout Australia. 


During 1951-52 the amounts of depreciation allowed were stated to be £235,822 on land and buildings, or 2-10 
per cent of the total book value of land and buildings, and £1,652,259 on plant and machinery, or 7:33 per cent 
of the total book value of plant and machinery. Details of depreciation appear in Tables Nos. 19 and 25. There’ are 
also many miscellaneous expenses, such as maintenance of buildings, &c., depreciation, workers compensation’ in- 
surance, other insurances, pay-roll tax, income tax, advertising, interest on borrowed money, bad debts and 
many other sundry charges, which are not taken into account. Consequently it must not be inferred that, when 
wages and salaries are deducted from value of production, the whole of the surplus is available for interest and ~ 
profits. 


Rated Horse-power of Engines Used.—Statistics of power used in factories other than Central Electric 
Stations relate to the “ rated horse-power ” of engines ordinarily in use and of engines in reserve or idle, omitting 
obsolete engines. In the case of Central Electric Stations, the figures refer to the “ rated capacity” of engines and 
generators installed,

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2. BUILDING STATISTICS 


(i) BUILDING PERMITS. 


(a) Private building permits relate to permits issued by local government authorities; government building 
figures relate to contracts let and day-labour projects commenced by governmental authorities.

(ii) NEW BUILDING CONSTRUCTION. 


(a) Definitions of Terms Used— 


Owner-Builder.—For the purpose of this bulletin, an owner-builder is a person who is actually building his 
own house or is having his house built under his own direction without the services of a contractor. 


Commenced.—A building is regarded as having been commenced when work on foundations has begun. 
Owing to the difficulty of defining the exact point that this represents in building operations, it is probable that 
interpretations placed upon it by informants are not entirely uniform. 


Completed.—A building is regarded as having been completed when the builder has fulfilled the terms of 
the contract. As with commencements, the interpretations placed upon this definition may vary. 


Under Construction.—A building remaining uncompleted at the end of a period is regarded as being under 
construction regardless of whether construction was actively proceeding on that particular date. 


Employment.—The figures of employment relate to persons actually working on new buildings on a specified 
day. They include working principals, employees, men working, as, or for, sub-contractors and men temporarily 
laid off on account of weather. In addition, they include some employees engaged on alterations, additions, reno- 
vations, or repairs to buildings when these jobs are undertaken by a contractor who builds new buildings. The 
figures include estimates for persons working on owner-built houses. 


Values.—All values shown exclude the value of land and represent the estimated value of buildings on com- 
pletion. 


(b) Explanatory Notes.— 
Details in this bulletin relate to the building operations of private contractors, government authorities and 
owner-builders. 


Figures relate only to the operations of persons who build new buildings. 


Alterations, additions, renovations and repairs to buildings are excluded, because of the difficulty in obtain- 
ing complete lists of persons who engage in these operations. 


Figures for houses exclude converted military huts, flats, and shop dwellings. Some houses built on farms 
are excluded but these do not affect the figures materially.

From ist July, 1948, the means test was abolished and the rates payable were—(i) where there 
were no other children under i4 years, £5; (ii) one or two other children under 14 years, £6; 
(iii) three or more such children, £7 10s. In addition, an allowance of £1 5s. per week was pay- 
able for each of the four weeks immediately before and after the birth. This allowance was increased 
from 5th April, 1944, to £1 17s. 6d. per week when twins are born, and £2 10s. per week when 
triplets are born, while the ages of the children taken into account was increased to 16 years. 

From ist July, 1947, the allowances payable were as follows—(i) where there were no other child- 
ren under 16 years, £15; (ii) one or two children under 16 years, £16; (iii) three or more child- 
ren under 16 years, £17 10s. Where more than one child is born at a birth the allowance is 
increased by £5 in respect of each child born at that birth.

SIR, 
In accordance with Section 10 of the Friendly Societies Act, 1888, I have the honour to make 
the following report with respect to the year 1951. 


(Norr.—Figures in parentheses refer to the previous year—1950). 


Returns and Information. 


Copies of the printed report and tables for 1950, showing the movement in membership, 
finance, &c., of the societies, were distributed to all lodges and other interested parties. 


The returns relating to the year 1951 were furnished in accordance with the provisions of 

the Friendly Societies Act. 
Societies. 

At the end of the year 1951, the number of Friendly Societies registered in Tasmania totalled 
20 (exclusive of two dispensaries) divided into 13 general societies and seven special societies. 
Special societies are those established by firms, organizations, &c., which have been registered 
under the Friendly Societies Act, with objects comparable with those of general societies but 
without branches. The 13 general societies had branches totalling 159, of which 132 were for 
males, 24 for females and 8 for juveniles. 


Membership. 

The total membership at 31st December, 1951, was 19,338, comprising 18,589 in adult male 
lodges, 690 in adult female lodges and 59 juveniles. Compared with the numbers recorded on the 
same date in 1950, this represents a decline of 1,319 members or the equivalent of 6-4 per cent 
and is a continuation of the downward movement which has been apparent for some years: this 


is reflected in the following table :—

Sickness and Mortality. 

A general decrease in sickness was experienced during 1951. This was distributed as follows :— 
Males, 2,960 (3,221) cases with a total duration of 213,826 (243,750) days or an average period of 
72 (76) days per case. Females, 106 (95) cases with a total duration of 7,178 (7,769) days or 
an average period of 68 (82) days per case.

Net revenue for 1951 was £141,001 (£140,969), the chief items being members’ contributions 
and levies £91,469 (£95,902) ; interest, dividends, &c., £21,896 (22,413); and miscellaneous items 
£27,636 (£22,547). Details for earlier years will be found on page 8. 

Ex«penditure. 

Of the net expenditure of £127,741 (£129,419), the greater part was distributed in pay- 
ment of benefits for members, which totalled £82,802 (£89,771). These comprised £21,517 
(£23,629) sick pay, £88,699 (£45,447) medical expenses, and £22,586 (£20,695) funeral 
donations. Of the remaining expenditure £26,553 (£24,307) represented cost of administration, 
and £18,386 (£15,341) miscellaneous payments. A summary for this and earlier years will be 
found on page 8. 

Funds. 


Exclusive of dispensary stock, valued at £11,923 (£9,699), accumulated funds by the end of 
1951 amounted to £648,892 (£637,856), and the capital per financial member was £34 18s. 9d. 
(£31 14s. 8d.). The rate of interest earned by the funds was 3°37 (3:51) per cent. Details for 
this and earlier years are given in the table below and on page 8.
